Gentlemen j 

I  heg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1950 ,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 


During  the  past  year  108  vessels,  with  a 
tonnage  of  20,518  have  arrived  from  foreign  ports,  and 
13088  coastwise  vessels,  with  a  tonnage  of  362,964,  have 
entered  the  Port.  These  figures  compare  with  76  foreign 
arrivals  ( 13  9 53 0  tons)  and  1,019  coastwise  arrivals, 
(340,808  tons)  for  the  previous  year.  The  foreign 
arrivals  show  an  increase  of  32  vessels  (6,988  tons), 
and  coastwise  arrivals  show  an  increase  of  69  vessels 
(22,156  tons),  the  combined  totals  being  an  increase 
of  101  vessels  (29,144  tons).  Passenger  vessels  and 
fishing  vessels  are  not  included  in  these  totals.

I I .  CHARACTER  OF  TRADE  OF  PORT 


( a )  Passenger  Traffic . 

Passenger  steamers  have  called  at  Brighton  Pier  from 
Coastwise  ports  during  the  summer  months. 


(b )  Cargo  Traffic 

Imports  of  foreign  goods  have  included  24  cargoes  of  timber 
from  Germany,  Holland,  Sweden3  Finland3  and  U.S.S.R.  54- 
cargoes  of  fertilizer  from  Belgium,  France 3  and  Holland3  l6 
cargoes  of  vegetables  from  Franc e3  and  six  cargoes  of  slates  and 
tiles  from  France  and  Belgium. 

Coastwise  cargoes  have  been  principally  coal  (451  cargoes) 
from  Dover,  Grimsby3  Hull,  Goole3  Hartlepool3  Seaham3  Sunderland, 
Tyne  Ports,  Biyth3  Amble,  Port  Talbot,  Barry,  and  Cardiff,  and 
oil  (387  cargoes)  from  Southampton  and  Thames  Ports. 

Other  coastwise  arrivals  include  94-  cargoes  of  shingle  from 
Southampton,  47  cargoes  of  slag  from  Middlesbrough,  51  cargoes 
of  stone  from  Berry  Head,  Porthoustock,  Falmouth,  Newlyn, 
Llandulais,  and  Guernsey,  and  14  cargoes  of  potatoes  from  Ireland. 

Exports  during  the  year  comprise  54-  cargoes  of  scrap  iron 
to  Middlesbrough,  Grangemouth,  and  Llanelly,  and  8  cargoes  of 
creosote  and  pitch  to  Billingham,  Rochester,  and  French  Ports.

V.  MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS. 


Inspections  ana  enquiries  have  been  made  in  respect  of 
rat  infestation  and  no  evidence  of  rat  infestation  has  been 
found. 

No  "infected"  or  suspected”  vessel  from  plague  infected 
ports  has  arrived  during  the  year. 

The  Port  is  not  on  the  list  of  ports  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  issue  of  Deratisation  and  Deratis- 
ation  Exemption  Certificates  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  International  Sanitary  Convention  of  1926.  An  agree¬ 
ment  has  been  entered  into  under  which  the  Southampton  Port 
Health  Authority  execute  and  arrange  for  the  employment  of  its 
officers  in  executing  the  provisions  of  Articles  19*  20  and  21 
of  the  Regulations 3  relating  to  deratisation  certificates  and 
deratisation  exemption  certificates ,  in  the  district  of  this 
Authority.

A.  Eardley, 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Southwick  Urban  District  Councils  is 
deputy  Sanitary  Inspector.
